ASK SURRENDER 


PASSIONATE DESIRE FOR 


DEMOCRATIC LIBERTY 


London, August 31.—German forces 
are almost at the gates of 1’aris. 
So near are they that a German 
aviator flew over Paris Sunday after­ 
noon and dropped five bombs which 
fell in the most populous quarters of 
the city. 
In one case two women 
were wounded.

Merchant ships seized as prizes dur­ 
ing the European war will be dealt 
with by the prize courts of the nations 
making the capture unless an inter­ 
national prize court should be set up. 
In recent years attem pts have been 
made by the great nations to establish 
an international tribunal to decide 
whether a merchant ship was seized on 
justifiable grounds and to award dam ­ 
age's where the capture or sinking of 
such a ship was unwarranted. 
As things are now, if ships of the 
United States are seized as prizes in 
the present war, this country has the 
right do make a protest which would 
ordinmlly end in a settlement before 
an award court established for the oc­ 
casion. 
The advocates of an interna­ 
tional prize court say that it would 
work more swiftly and that its very 
existence would make w aning nations 
proceed more carefully in the taking of 
prizes. 
According to the present internation­ 
al practice, the belligerent nation cap­ 
turing a neutral merchant ship is the i 
Judge to decide whether the vessel is a 1 
valid prize 
The carrying of contra­ 
band. the attem pt to run a blockade or 
the rendering of other kinds of “uu- 
neutral service” makes neutral mer­ 
chant ships liable to confiscation. 


T reaty O bligations Only E xception. 
There is at present no international

Article 7 of the prize court conven­ 
tion Is as follows: 
If a Question of law to be decided i* 
covered by a treaty in force between the 
belligerent captor and a power which ia 
tteelf or w hose subject or citizen is a par­ 
ty to the proceeding the court is govern­ 
ed by the provisions of the said tr^ity. 
In the absence of such provisions the 
court should apply the rules of interna­ 
tional law. 
If no generally recognized 
rule exists the court shall give Judgment 
In accordance with general principles of 
justice and equity. 
It Is unlikely, according to Dr. Ellery 
C. 
Stowell of Columbia university. 
New York, and an expert on interna­ 
tional law. that any of the nations at 
war will take steps to bring about the 
establishment of such a court Just now 
“The court would be of great ad­ 
vantage to neutral powers.” said Dr. 
Stowell, ‘‘but there is no reason why 
a belligerent should be anxious to es­ 
tablish such a court now. 
The two 
principal neutrals in this war, as it ap­ 
pears, will be the United States and 
Italy. 
Tbese two nations might insist 
upon the rights of neutrality defined 
by the Ix>ndon declaration, but it is

Egypt’s Flood Tima. 
June 15 is in Egypt an anxious time, 
for then it is that there comes the first 
Indication of the annual flood. 
The 
am o un t of the rise has been accurate­ 
ly recorded every year from 3000 B. C. 
to the present time, for there is only 
a foot or two between starvation and 
plenty, and between plenty and devas­ 
tation. 
The rise is recorded by the 
nilometer constructed by the Caliph 
Mutawaklml more than ten centuries 
ago, on the island of Rhoda, opposite 
Cairo. 
A square well, from the water 
of which rises a marble column, is con­ 
nected with the river by a canal. 
As 
the w ater rises more of the pillar is 
hidden. 
When the “eighteen cubits" 
mark is passed the starvation specter 
vanishes, the “nineteen cubits” mark 
awash stops the grumblers, and twen­ 
ty-two cubits completely satisfies the 
optimist. 
But if the twenty-four cubit 
mark goes under devastation is at 
hand. 
But the Assuan dam has mit­ 
igated the anxiety of 5,000 years.— 
London Chronicle.
